Irrlng Handy presented tbe name of 
Judge Gray. The name of Nelson A. 
Miles was presented by Darld Oser- 

meyer; that af Richard Olney by Pat- 
rick Collins; that of F. M. Cockrell by 
Champ Clark, and that of E C. Wall 
by David S. Rose. The convention kept 
up It# work all night and at 5:40 A. M. 
Saturday, Judge Alton Brooka Parker, 
of New York, was nominated on the 
first ballot. After several adjourn- 
ments the balloting for vice paesldent 
began at a late hour Saturday night 
and Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia, 
was nominated by acclamation. On the 
first ballot he received 652 votes, only 
15 short of the necessary two-thirds. 
This was increased by changes to a 
number sufficient to nominate and on 
motion of Gov Beckham, the nomina- 
tion was made unanimous. 

Judge Parker, a short while after his 
nomination, sent a telegram to the con- 
vention sutlng that he regarded the 
gold sundard as fixed and authorizing 
W. F. Sheehan to decline tbe nomina- 
tion for him If bis views were not satis- 
factory to tbe convention. After a con- 
ference of leaders a reply was prepared 
and presented to the convention for its 
adoption, stating that there Is nothing 
In Judge Parker’s views to preclude 
him from accepting a nomlnatloc on 
tbe platform that bad been adopted by 
the convention. The subject precipi- 
tated a long debate In the convention, 
but in the end, by an overwhelming 
vote, the reply was adopted, 

Tbe Committee on Resolutions was 
in session for hours before it perfected 
a platform. At the end of Its work the 
committee was unanimous and there 
was no minority report Tbe money 
plank was dropped by a vote o( 35 to 15 
after a long debate. An Income tax 
plank proposed by !dr. Bryan was not 
accepted A long discussion of the 
trust question ended In the adoption of 
a plank offered by -Mr. Hill as a substi- 
tute for Mr. Bryan’s proposition and 
others.

Civil government was Introduced and 
Impressed on each teacher In Its high- 
est sense bv T. J. North. True Citi- 
zenship was to be the fundamental 
principle of all civil government. 

Mr. W. S. Burch favored the Insti- 
tute with a splendid talk on the grand 
jurors and their duties and civil gov- 
ernment in a general way. 

Civics as applied In the management 
of tbe school was clearly set forth by 
Prof. Fallls and responded to by Prof.

resolutions and tbe account of our In- 
stliute 

That we appreciate tbe effort of Hon. 
J. M. Alverson In trying to pass a bill 
In the Legislature of 1904, providing 
that county teachers should receive 
pay for attending the Institute, and re- 
quest him when be returns to the Leg- 
islature to use bis best efforts to pass 
the bill. 

That wa further resolve that tbe 
State superlniendeoi pay teachers ev- 
ery month, beginning with August. 

Be It further resolved that since 
there seems to be a desire to amend 
tbe present trustee law and that a 
county board has been suggested, we, 
the teachers of Lincoln county oppose 
aid county board but recommend as 
magisterial district board Instead. 
Said board to be composed of one trus- 
tee elected by the qualified voters of 
each school district In said magisterial 
dislrlcL Said trustees to be paid a 
reasonable sum for their services and 
In cocslderailon of said salary each 
trustee shall be bald responsible for 
the conduct of school In bis district 
Teachers for schools In said magisteri- 
al district are to be employed by mag- 
isterial board at its regular annual 
meeting at such time as may be desig- 
nated by law. 

Resolved further that, since only two 
counties have been ab'e to avail tbtm- 
selves of tbe benefits of the law provid- 
ed for voting a tar for the extension of 
tbe term In the county as a whole, 
therefore, we deem It expedient and 
request our Legislature to so amend 
the law making tbe county tbe uelt of 
taxation, that a tax may be voted In 
each magisterial district as a unit for 
cxtansloo and Improvment of schools 

Be It also resolved that we request 
tbe Kentucky delegation In Congress 
to use their best efforu to secure the 
enactment of a law whereby Kentucky 
shall receive from tbe national govern- 
ment a sum of money for school purpo- 
ses which shall be equal to tbe average | 
land grants for school purposes made 
by general government to all Slates ad- 
mitted to tbe union since 1792
